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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Amendment filed on 08/31/05 is acknowledged. Claims 1-24 are cancelled. Claims 25- 
50 are pending in the application. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Rejection is modified in view of the amendment. 

Specification 

3. The specification is objected to as not being properly ended. It seems that a part of 
paragraph [0046] is missing. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such fiill, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 25-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. The specification does not 
teach or provide any guidance of forming plugs within the capillary, which would provide "a 
substantial plug flow". No specific conditions for forming such plugs are provided in the 
specification. There are no working examples for the method based on transferring a content of 
the capillary in a "substantial plug flow". Moreover, it is not clear, how the whole content of the 
capillary can be moved as one plug with the fluid medium continuously flowing through the 
capillary. Furthermore, if the whole content of the capillary is moved as one plug, then how 
time-resolved detection can be achieved? 

The amendment to the claims rendered them un-enabled by the present specification.
